Length: 3 paragraphs (2-3 pages) - Don’t 
forget to provide some brief background info/summary/mention the film and director and release date in your introductory paragraph. 
Grading rubric: 1pt for completing the 3 tasks and 1pt for language skills and paragraphs structure 


Group Presentation: 20pts 
Grading Rubric: Content: addressing the task/guidelines and correct length (12pts); Language, style and integration of images/video clips 
(4pts); Discussion: appropriate discussion questions and leading the discussion (4pts) 


Short Essay: 15pts 


Grading Rubric: 1) provide title of film in italics, directors and year released in regular font = 1pt 
2) state what type of film it is (and explain the significance) / role of the director in shaping the film / situate film within socio- 


political context = 4pts; 
3) identify (new) film techniques/genre styles that were important in making the film influential / convey meaning of the film. 


Be sure to include 2-3 mis en scene analyses to support this = 5pts 
4) language skills, paragraph structure (including good intro and conclusion) and correct use of MLA stylesheet (bibliography 


and citations) = 6pts 


Short Research Essay: 15pts 


Grading Rubric: 1) provide a strong thesis statement in introduction 
(thesis should link purpose of film with personal interpretation of significance of film to overall film history/racial and class 


representation) = 2pts; 
2) identify and explain (new) film techniques/(2-4) mise en scene elements that support your thesis (including secondary 


sources) = 8pts 
3) language skills, paragraph structure (including good intro and conclusion), inclusion of 3 credible sources (not including 


the film) using MLA = 5pts
